Raleigh, N*. C, May 30..A dispatch
from Kinston says: Mr. J. H. Tweedy,
a married white man, agod about twen¬
ty-five, ott returning from Kinston to
tin- logging camps of the Gray Lumber
Company, nbout twelve miles from
Kinston, where lie was employed, was

shot Saturday night, about 11 o'clock,
from ambush by an unknown assassin,
and died in about three hours. beTore
a physician could bo obtnlntd, 1 It-
was shot witli buckshot from a gun.
Before .Mr. Tweedy died he .stated that
Yv'lndal Taylor killed him; that as the
moon was shining bright he could tell
tho man. The only motive that the
act could be attributed to was that
there seemed to have been some trou¬
ble between them concerning a Woman.
